How to Teach a Pacer to Trot. | 

Joseph Cairn Simpson, an ac- 
knowledged authority on the horse, 
writes as follows on how to teach 
a pacer. to trot: 

Boots are applied, and there is 
little doubt that the improvement 
in the trotiers of the present day 
is greatly owing to the more in- 
telligent use of these adjuncts. 
Still it is manifest that, boots and 
hoofs of the hind feet, extending 
above the coronet, on the pasterns, 


ankles, and shins, must, More or 
‘less, hamper the animal wearing 


them, and if the difficulty can be 
obviated by a change of shoeing, 


it will be a superior method of 
overcoming it. But if this change 
in the shoeing should give a wrong 
bedring, and unnatural set of the 
feet or limbs, the remedy would 
eventually be worse than the dis- 
ease. The use of the tips presents 
a better opportunity to modulate 
the action than is possible to ac- 
complish with shoes without en- 
dangering the feet and limbs. An 
illustration, and one which has 
struck me with the greatest force, 
is the change in the action of the 
colt when first shod. Ile has been 
broken and driven some before 
anything is placed upon his feet, 
and his trainer will tell you that 
there will be a favorable change | 
whenever he has the iron fastened 
to his hoofs. In nimety-nine cases 
in a hundred the result will be as 

redicted, and the shoes, weighing 
in the neighborhood of a pound 
each, will increase his speed by 
several seconds. I have found a 
tip of not more than six ounces to 
have the same effect. Again, a 
tendency to pace is overcome by a 
heavier shoe or the resort to some- 
thing else which has been found | 
to have an analogous effect. 

One of the most successful train- 
ers Jever knew in converting the 
pacer to a fast trotter informed me 
that to run the horse with feet 
weighted until he became too tired 
either to run or pace was the most 
effectual method he had ever found 
to overcome the propensity for 
the lateral manner of progression. 
This proves that a heavy shoe or 
heavy toe weight is inimical to 
speed, either running or pacing, 
but is adapted to the trotting gait, 
and the horse finding he can get 
along easier when thus encumbered | 
naturally tends to relieve himself 
by adopting the action suitable to 
the changed condition, and that 
which, tired beyond endurance in 
other paces, can be sustained at 
the trot. This is also further 
proved by the other methods 
which trainers employ to change | 
the pace into atrot. The old plan 
was to strew the road with rails 
and ride the animal over it; anoth- 
er, to practice the horse through 
loose sand or deep snow; and lately, 
in Texas,a very fast trotter was 
converted by driving him on the 
beach when the water reached his 
knees. The latter method is evi- 
dently a very effectual one to cause 
the horse to bend his knees, and 
the theory of the effect of weight 
on the action and the practice coin- 
cide. It is manifest that the knees 
must.be bent more to enable the 
horse to get through the water | 
easily, for if the leg were pushed 
along, the resistance of the fluid 
would be great, consequently the | 
horse soon learns to pick his foot 
up as nearly perpendicular as he 
can, and thrust well forward. The 
most approved theory is that the 
weight influences the action more 
strongly where the heaviest weight 
is placed, and with shoes made 
much heavier on the inner quarter, 
the striking of the knee will be 
more likely to follow, and a horse 
which hits his knee with an equal 
shoe will avoid it when the out- 
side is made the heaviest. It will 
necessarily follow the adoption of 
this aoe that weight on the 
toe will have a greater influence 
on the action than the same amount 
distributed over the whole foot; 
and though the present form of 
the weight was invented to ob- 
viate the bruising of the heels from 
the older-fashioned kind, it was 
based on the scientific principle of 
the correlation of forces. Thus, a 
bullet with one hemisphere cast of 
a denser material than the other 
will fly in a curve, the shorter ra- 
dius being on the light side. The 
lighter the side the greater will be 
the effect, and if the power could 
be applied so as to overcome the 
attraction of gravitation, such a

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We have received a report of the 
of the charges pre- 
ferred by John Robertson against 
Superintendent Williams, After a 
thorough examination the Directors 
exonerate Mr. Williams, and com- 
mend his manuer of conducting the 
fostitution. Following is the re- 

port in full: 

Carson Crry, Oct 5, 1887. 

A meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the State Orphans’ Home was held 
in the Industrial building of the Home 
to investigate the charges preferred by 
Mr. John Roberteon against Superin- 
tendent A. Williams. Both gentlemen 
being present, the meeting was called 
to order and the following charges 
read, viz.: 

“The undersigned hereby charges 
that the Superintendent of the State 
Orphans’ Home is unduly severe in 
his treatment of the boys under his 
dare, and that his sentiments do not 
accord with theaims and purposes of 
the institution, and militate against its 
success.’’ 

Mr. Williams emphatically denied 
the charges. 

Mr. Robertson called Joseph Kelly, 
fifteen years of age, an inmate of the 
Home tor twelve years, who testified 
that he left the Home not because be 
was ill-treated by Mr. Williams, but 
because he was lonely, all the large 
boys having gone to work away from 
the Home, and be was then working 
op a farm. 

Henry Wilkerson, fourteen years of 
age, inmate of the Home for three 
years, testified that he was well pleased 
with his treatment at the Home during 
all the time he had been there. 

Charles Caldwell, eleven years of 
age, six and a half years atthe Home, 
testified that he ran away twice, and 
that the iast time Mr. Williams pun- 
ished him pretty severely, but that he 
deserved it, that Mr. Williams was 
usually kind to him. 

Merit Olds, twelve years of age, one 

and a half years at the Home, testified 
that he and his cousin, Lute Olds, six- 
teen years of age, bad on several occa- 
sions violated the‘rules governing the 
boys’ sleeping room; that Mr. Wi- 
liams had warned them, especially 
Lute, about their bad conduct, and 
that finally he caught them repeating 
the offense and whipped them very 
severely on their naked bodies. 
It is necessary to state here, accord- 
ing to Merit’s confession, that the bad 
conduct referred to was of a nature 
calculated to have a very demoraliz- 
ing influence, not only on themselves, 
but also upon all the boys at the 
Home. 

Mrs. M. E. Jones, teacher, testified 
that Mr. Williams was very kind in 
his treatment of the children; some- 
times too kind and indulgent, she 
thought, but that he was impulsive, 
had rather a quick temper, and might 
not be as deliberate in administering 
punishment as a person of cooler tem- 
perament might direct. In answer to 
questions on this point, she said that 
she habitually used none but the mild- 
est of means in governing children, but 
at the last extremity corporal puuish- 
ment must be resorted to, and that i: 
should be remembered that these 
children were not ge=erally as amiable 
and tractable as an average school 
child, some of them being totally in- 
seusible to moral suasion, and were 
governed chiefly by force or the con- 
sciousness that force would be em- 
ployed. 

All the boys testified that their food, 
clothing and bedding bad always been 
good, and that they were generally 
comfortable and happy, and had no 
cause to vomplain of ill treatment. 

Mr. Williams did not deny that he 
sometimes whipped the boys, in the 
instance of the Olds boys, quite se- 


veraly, but steadfastly maintained that 
it was absolutely necessary to preserve 
order and discipline,and for the moral 
welfare of the Home, that he had at all 
times, by kind treatmeat, good advice 
and kind words, sought to impress 
upon their miods the necessity of 
obedience, industry, honesty, moral- 
ity and purity of vonduct and gentle- 
ness of manner toward each other, 
and that these _— — * — 
ma jorit v sufficient, While 
others ve tally insensible to such 
mild measures and were kept in subor- 
dination only by the fear of certain 
bodily punishment. When any inci- 
dent was referred to that seemed to 
impute to him unoecessary harshness 
or neglect of their bodily comfort Mr. 
Williams seemed affected and 
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ore adj urnment Mr Robertson 
stated at 4 — 1 5 
every appearance candor, that he 
did any prefer the ch through 
enmity or malice, or with intent to in- 
ure Mr. Williams, or to conspire at 
is removal, or to have his name pub- 
lished in the papers with the purpose 
of bringing reproach upon him or his 
family,and for that reason had not 
— 2 him with wanton cruelty, or 
0 ty at all in the strict meaning of 
the term, but bad couched the charges 
in very mild terms with the inten: of 
securing what he considered needed 
reform in the discipline and manage- 
ment of the institution. He said he 
was disappointed in the testimony 
given by the boys, that their testi- 
mony before the Board was very dif- 
ferent from what they had told him 
repeatedly, and hinted tnat perhaps 
they were laboring under a sort of 
mental duress owing to the presence 
of Mr. Williams, but that he would 
not state that he had positive viewe on 
this poiat. He did not believe Mr. 
Williams was inhuman or that be de- 
lighted in their needless sufferings, or 
that he was tyraunical generally, but 
that he was not as gentle, kiod and 
considerate of their little faults as he 
should be; that he had not as warm a 
sympathy for them on account of the 
unfortunate circumstances of their 
birth, or any other disaster which 
might have brought them there; that 
in administering punishme:t he was 
not as cool and deliberate as he should 
be, and consequently the punishment 
was liable to be outof all propurtion 
to the maguitude of the offense or the 
age of the child. 

Mr. Wiiliams replied that he pun- 
ished at the time of the offense; tha’ if 
he waited two or three days, when the 
child had almost forgotten the wrong, 
be could not punish him at all—it was 
too cold-blooded for him, besides it 
kept the boy’s mind in agony all that 
time, which was more cruel than the 
whipping. 

Mr. Robertaon said he had sought to 
inform himself as to the modes of 
discipline approved in model institu- 
tions of this character, also as to the 
manner Of inflicting punishment when 
the offense was of a nature deserving 
of stripes; that it was the practice in 
such institutions to take the name of 
the offeoder, aud when the blood had 
had time to cool aud the child had bad 
time t reflect upon his conduct, then 
to administer the punishment in ac- 


cordance with the offense and with | 


due consideration of the age, the 
health and the mental capacity of the 
child, then the punishment would 
have a reformatory influence, which 
he considered wholly wanting” when 
stripes were given in anger. 

Mr. Robertson assigned the reasons 
why he had charged Mr. Williams 
wi b not being in accord with the aims 
and purposes of the institution, espec- 
lally with reference to the Industrial 
School under his instruction. He said 
that many of the large boys had re- 
peatedly told him, without solicitation 
on his part, that Mr. Williams dis- 
couraged them in their work, telling 
them that it was a waste of time and 
money, that they were learning noth- 
ing, and referred to the shop witha 
sneer or in a contemptuous manner to 
that effect, and that he was led to give 
credenve to their complaints from 
many incidents which had come un- 
der his own observations; that he 
had from the beginning failed to ob- 
serve that Mr. Williams had ever 
given bim or his work his moral sup- 
port; that while he had not openly 
avowed his hostility to the work in 
his department, be had studiously 
sought in various little ways to impede 
the progress of the institution and 
generally to incumber him in the 
work, and finally in ways that can be 
understood but not described, he bad 
greatly abated the ardor of his pupils. 

To this accusation Mr. Williams re- 
torted that the charge and all the 
statements in support thereof were 
wholly and totaily false; that no 
child in the Home would or could 
confirm this unjast charge; much less 
than discourage them he had invaria- 
bly encouraged them; that until the 
last few months he had beard no 
domplaints nor observed any lack of 
interest on their rt; but a tew 
months before the shop was closed the 
large boys, without exception, came 
to him saying, that they were tired of 
the shop; that they were learniog 
nothing; .that Mr. Robertson had 
taught them all he knew. Then he 
besought them as their friend not to 
throw away this opportunity of learn- 
ing something of practical value, and 

inted out the advantages which a 

nowledge of the use of tools would 
be to them in after life. To tbis they 
replied that they were not only tired 
of the Industrial School, but were also 
weary of the restrainis of the Home 
7 and wanted to go out and 

something ſor themselves; that at 
last he yielded to their pressing impor- 
tunities, permitted them to „ and 

with them in the most friend! 

manner, telling them that were wel- 
come to return if they were not satis- 
fied with their treatment outside of 
the Home. 

Mr. Williams said that he believed 
that one of the reasons why the big 
boys grew restive under the restraiuts 
of the Home was the feelings of con- 
tempt and disgust they entertained 
for Mr. Robertson, inasmuch as he 
was in the babit of kissing them and 
oT in — 2 of softness 
wholly repugnant to a boy’s feelings, 
for boys of that age do not usually 
crave the kisses and caresses of men. 

Mr. Robertson said he did not deny 
that he kissed the smaller boys in the 
shop; that he did so to gain their con- 
fidence and friendship; that some of 
them at first seemed afraid of him; 
that he was a father, and 


many 
ndness he had done for them. 
Mr. Williams said: ‘You attempted 
to kiss a boy over fifteen of age 
and he strenuously 
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es it is clear to the Board from 
the evidence given and the remarks 
made at tbat meeting that for several 
months previous to the closing of tbe 
school aad industrial department for 
vacation no very cordial feelings of 
friendship or confidence ubs be- 
tween Saperintendent Williams and 
Industiial Teacher Robertson; that 
they were mutually distrustful of each 
other; that instances, trivial in them- 
selves, were magnified through sus- 

icion of evil motives; that this feel- 
ng was daily intensified until the 
children imbibed this unwholeseme 
sentiment and by their consequent 
discontent and heediess remarks be- 
came messages of discord, thus aggra- 
vating a condition of affairs already 
very detrimental to the best interests 
of the institution, It is also clear that 
Mr. Robertson gave too much cre- 
dence te the murmurings ot children 
who were smarting under punishment 
of reproof,. forgetting how prene are 
children to complain even of their 
parents who seek to restrain them in 
their way worduess. 

No, therefore, we, the Boar of Di- 
r tors of the State Orphans’ Home, 
after @ patient and impartial hearing 
of the evidence, and after. subsequent 
deliberation, conclude that Superin- 
vendent Williams’ management has 
been thorough, business-like and eco- 
nomical without meanness; that while 
the interests of the State have re- 
ceived prudent care at his hands the 
comfort and welfare of the orphans 
under bis charge have not been over- 


looked or neglected; that he has dis- 
played intelligent vigilance in the 
matter of ventilation, drainage, food, | 


clothing, bedding, medical attention | 


and in other matters necessary to the 
health, comfort and happiness of the 
children worthy motives and gener- 
ally to the best interests of the insti- 
tution. 

The only point upon which the 
Board hesitates or relauctantiy comes 
to no definite conclusion, is in the 
matter of adntinistering punishment 
to offending children. This is a ques- 
tion of great delicacy, one to which 
parents, teacbers and others interested 
with the care and management of 
children should give their most ‘seri- 
ous attention, It is a question upon 
which there is a great diversity of 
opinion, but the Board is ot the opin- 
ion that corporal punishment should 
be resorted to with great reluctance, if 
not entirely superseded by other 
means of chastiseiment, 

In considering this matter the Board 
has not overlooked the question of 
the lack of early vare aad training of 
soine of them, and of the stubborn 
and untractable dispositions of others, 
inherited, perhaps, from psrents 
whose vices had so totally disqualified 
them for the custody of their offspring 
that the State assumed the office of 
parent. 

We therefore recommend that the 
rod sbould only be used in punish- | 
ment of grave offenses, and then only 
after sufficient time has elapsed to per- 
mit the guidance of deliberate judg- 
ment,

Only two years ago his Majesty, 
the second King of Siam, although a 
sincere Buddhist, opened the doors 
of his palace on Christmas day and 
invited the missionaries and their 
friends to a grand royal feast which 
was given in honor the occasion, 
It was the first Christmas festival 
ever held in an Oriental palace, and 
the entertainment was in every re- 
spect worthy of their enlightened 
ruler. One of his Majesty’s guests 
thus describes the royal banquet and 
the evening entertainment: 

“On the day of the feast, or rather 
evening, forin the East dinner among 
the denizens of uppertendom ey 
comes after sunset, we all met at t 
— which was in such a blaze of 
ight, from moat to turrets, as to be 
visible for miles away on the river. 
The royal host received his guests 
with graceful courtesy, and did the 
honors with the ease and polish of a 
Beau Brummell. He wore on the oc- 
casion a dark-blue full-dress naval 
uniform, with epaulettes and buttons 
of pure gold—a dress peculiarly 
suited to his erect figure and compact 
form. He occupied the head of his 
table, with an American lady at the 
side; and one of the resident mission- 
aries, who sat at the other end of the 
board, said grace in the English lan- 

uage. The room was brilliantly il- 
uminated with wax candles, and 
the table fairly aglow with the 
sheen of massive gold and silver 

late and the glitter of costly glass. 

he first course consisted of oe va- 
rieties of soup, vis.: Oyster, turtle, 
bird’s nest and genuine Oriental 
chowdah, such as is never imbibed 
this side the Cape of Good Hope.
